VII. FOREST 


Available Forest Statistics are presented in this section. 

TABLE NO. 7.1—This table gives the information relating to area under 
forests. Area under forest is classified by types of ownerships and further by 
legal status. The classifications of forests are given below :— 

i) State forests—Include all forests under the control of the Forest 
Department. 

ii) Reserved forests—They are permanently utilized either for production 
of timber or other forest produces and rights of grazing and cultivation are 
seldom allowed in such forests, 

iii) Protected forests—In these the rights of grazing and cultivation 
are allowed subject to a few mild restrictions.
